The Rural Life 
Involves Red Tape 
—For A Reason

If you want to move out into the country where peace and 


privacy reign, you're not alone. A 1971 government study 
revealed that more than one-third of your fellow citizens have 
the same desire. 


But, in these days of rules and regulation, moving to the 


country is more than simply buying a plot of land and building 
a structure on it. 


It involves red tape. However, local officials contend that 


these regulations — and various sources of information — 
have been established to prevent potential small land buyers 
from wasting their money and to safeguard the health of coun- 
try home owners, their families and possibly their neighbors. 


Learn Before You Buy 


You can build a house just about anywhere if you have 


enough money to compensate for bad soil, water or location, 
said Val Bobaty of the U.S. Soil Conservation Service (SCS). 
The key is to learn all you can about the land BEFORE you 
buy. 


"You don't want to be spending your money for a pig in a 


poke," concurred Orville DeFrain, director of the Lincoln- 
Lancaster County Health Department's Division of En- 
vironmental Health. 


The problem may be a plot where water is unavailable or 


polluted, or where the soil type makes sewage disposal dif- 
ficult. 


Buyers should know what may be involved in getting 


water and providing sewage disposal before the sale transac- 
tion is completed. 


DeFrain's agency has the authority to approve or disap- 


prove proposed plans for water and sewage disposal systems 
on an acreage or subdivision. 


Many Agencies Involved 


Yet the final decision in issuing a building permit for an 


acreage or subdivision plot rests not with DeFrain's depart- 
ment alone. Many federal, county and city agencies are in- 
volved. 


The first stop in checking out a potential land purchase or 


to apply for a building permit should be at the Lincoln- 
Lancaster County Health Department, where representatives 
of the Environmental Health Division contact the SCS for a 
soil description. 


Through soil maps of 75% of the land in Lancaster County, 


SCS can make a relatively accurate prediction of the area's in- 
filtration rate (how fast water will soak or filter through the 
soil), which will determine what kind of sewage system will be 
needed. 


In addition, a percolation test will be made to determine 


precisely the plot's infiltration rate. According to one local 
sewer company, percolation tests can cost from $25 to $200. 


Although the health department itself does not run per- 


colation tests, it provides a list of approved businesses which 
do, DeFrain said. 


Proper Procedure Is Aim 


However, the person could run the test himself "under the 


supervision of the health department," he added. "We want to 
be darn sure it'd done the way it should be done." 


Proper percolation tests are important because, if sewer 


systems are not designed and installed according to soil types 
and water source locations, sewer water may, among other 
things, rise to the surface of the land or contaminate drinking 
water. 


A conventional septic tank sewage disposal system may 


cost from $1,700 to $2,000 for an average family of five, said 
Jerry Williamson of Jerry's Sewer and Drain Cleaning. 


However, means other than a conventional sewage dis- 


posal system can cost considerably more. A lagoon system — 
used when the soil infiltration rate is very low — may cost 
from $2,000 to $15,000, Williamson added. 


Health officials also want to make sure that sewer systems 


are placed at least 100 feet from the water source, which 
should be in an area where there are no high salt, nitrate or 
other mineral concentrates. 


To determine whether or not water is available and the 


quality of the water on the property, the health department 
consults with the University of Nebraska-Lincoln Conservation 
and Survey Division. If there is any doubt concerning the 
presence of good-quality water, the digging of a test hole may 
be requested.- 


But Keith Muenchau of Lincoln Drilling said that he 


always advises his clients to drill a test hole, prior to digging 
the well even if area maps indicate water is available. 


"The maps give general information, but I believe you still 


must drill a test hole. "You just can't go on maps alone," he 
said, adding that a test hole usually costs about $1.25 to $1.50 
per foot. 


Wells Costly 


In addition to possibly high sewage costs, Muenchau said 


that water wells can be equally costly since they vary from $!,- 
000 for a 40-foot well to $4,000 for a 400-foot well. 


Following testing procedures, the proposed plans for 


sewage and water source systems, along with the application 
to build on the land, are submitted to the Lancaster County 
engineer's office for approval. 


If, after studying the plans, the county engineer's office 


gives its approval, a recommendation to issue a building per- 
mit is passed on to the building inspection office of the Lincoln 
Public Works Department. And, pending approval of actual 
building specifications, the inspector's office will issue the per- 
mit. 


Noting that building permits must be posted by owners, 


the officials said that there are no penalties or fines for 
violators of the building permit code. However, loan com- 
panies usually check to make sure a building permit has been 
acquired before making any loans for the purchase or develop- 
ment of land, they said. 


"The conversion of rural farmland is not to be taken 


lightly," Verl Borg, deputy director of the County-City Plan- 
ning Department, said in explaining the reasons for the 
lengthy procedures. 


"It is a substantial change in character," he said, "and 


there is an impact, which we want to assess in an attempt to 
avert any hazardous impact."

Refined Oil Fee Removed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Ford ad- 


ministration announed Sunday it would 
remove the 60-cents-per-barrel fee on imports 
of refined petroleum products, a move that 
should reduce fuel oil prices in New England 
and other Atlantic states. 


Federal Energy Administrator Frank G. 


Zarb also said President Ford would soon 
decide whether to remove another fee, of 12 
per barrel, on imported crude oil. 


Zarb said removal of a 60-cents-per-barrel 


fee from imported products should reduce 
fuel oil prices about 1.5 cents per gallon to 
consumers, primarily concentrated in New 
England. 


Removal of the $2 crude oil import fee 


would reduce product prices a nationwide 
average of about three cents per gallon. 


In the absence of price controls, which 


expired last Sept. 1, refiners and importers 
have no legal obligation to lower their prices if 
the fees are removed, but Zarb said he 
believed they would pass the benefits along to 
their customers because of current market 
resistance to price hikes. 


Zarb admitted, however, that removal of the 


fees — an anti-inflation maneuver — could 
turn out to be only temporary and the fees 
could be resumed eventually, to serve out 


their original purpose of discouraging oil im- 
ports. 


Meanwhile, Zarb also announced that the 


administration will collect all import fees due 
from oil importers for the months of July and 
August, amounting to some 1500 million. 


The administration had offered to remove 


the fees retroactively to July 1 if Congress 
would pass energy legislation requested by 
President Ford. 


But Congress has not yet passed such legisla- 


tion and the companies have continued to 
charge product prices including the cost of the 
import fees through July and August. 


The Justice Department- has asked the 


Supreme Court to overturn a lower court 
ruling that the President had no legal authori- 
ty to impose a tariff on imported oil. 


The Court of Appeals for the District of 


Columbia ruled Aug. 11 that Congress had not 
intended to authorize the President to impose 
the tariffs first initiated in April 1973 by then- 
President Richard M. Nixon. 


However, the court issued no order to halt 


the practice, but returned the case to a lower 
court for "appropriate action." Then on Aug. 
21 the appeals court stayed its order to give 
the administration time to appeal the decision 
further. 


If the fees are not collected, Zarb said, the 


companies would get windfall profits, and 
refunds to the customers would be difficult. 


Earlier this year, in a bid to discourage oil 


imports, President Ford had imposed a fee of 
$2 per barrel on imported crude oil and 60 
cents per barrel on imported refined products. 


This had the effect of keeping foreign crude 


oil more costly than domestic oil selling at 
prevailing market prices. 


But about two-thirds of domestic oil was un- 


der price controls, which expired last Sept. 1. 
The President has asked Congress to restore 
the price controls with legislation that would 
remove them gradually over about 39 months. 


If the controls remain off, however, Zarb 


figures the resulting price increases to the con- 
sumer would amount to about six cents per 
gallon, averaged on all petroleum products. 


To soften that blow, Ford said he would 


remove the $2 crude oil fee if sudden decon- 
trol remained in effect, but not if price con- 
trols are restored. 


Zarb told reporters the President would 


watch Congress for any signs within the next 


week that gradual decontrol legislation might 
be passed by the end of this month. 


If there are no positive signs of early 


passage, Zarb said, the administration would 
conclude that price controls are staying off, 
and it would then remove the $2 fee from im- 
ported crude oil. 


If gradual decontrol seems likely, on the 


other hand, the $2 fee would be retained, 
although Zarb said it could be a subject for 
negotiation as part of the price control legisla- 
tion. 


Ford also had pledged to remove 


the 60-cent fee on imported refined products if 
price controls were removed either suddenly 
or gradually. 


Zarb said this pledge was simply being kept 


with the announcement of its removal, 
retroactive to Sept. 1, and was not dependent 
on congressional action. 


He said it now seemed unlikely that 


Congress would restore price controls without 
some provision for their gradual removal. 


Zarb added that he had received reports that 


some product importers were delaying im- 
ports in anticipation of the possible removal of 
the 60-cent fee, so its removal was announced 
in order to stimulate the continuation of nor- 
mal imports. 


Council 
N-Plant

The mushrooming controversy 


over the safety and cost of 
nuclear power plants finally has 
come home to Lincoln. 


Lincoln city officials are trying 


to decide whether the Lincoln 
Electric System (LES) should 
become partowners in the state's 
third nuclear generating com- 
plex, Ft. Calhoun No. 2, near 
Blair. 


While nuclear foes are trying 


to counsel city lawmakers 
against that decision, the LES 
Administrative Board argues 
that rejection will end up costing 
Lincoln ratepayers more for 
electricity. The board contends 
that nuclear power is cheaper in 
the long run than buying energy 
from other sources. 


The nuclear debate is 


expected to crop up when the 
City Council holds a public 
hearing Monday on a proposed 
bond ordinance which would 
pave the way for LES to buy into 
from Ft. Calhoun. The bond or- 
dinance also would allow the 
part ownership of Laramie River 
Station in southeast Wyoming, a 
coal-fired generator. 


LES officials say that if the 


City Council rejects ownership 
of the Ft. Calhoun plant, the ci- 
ty, by default, will be unable to 
become a partowner. 


Council Upset 


It's that immediate decision 


wanted by LES that has some 
council members upset. 


Last week several lawmakers 


harshly criticized LES for not 
keeping the council and the 
public informed of the Ft. 
Calhoun matter. The LES board 
already has approved a contract 
to become a 13% owner in the 
plant. The councilmen didn't 
like that move either, since they 
felt they weren't involved in the 
decision. 


If LES does not become a 


partowner, then the Omaha 
Public Power District (OPPD) 
and the Nebraska Public Power 
District (NPPD) will split the 
costs of the plant. 


And those costs are a main 


source of debate among nuclear 
foes, who have referred to the 
plant as an "economic 
monstrosity." 


Estimated construction cost of 


Ft. Calhoun is $800 million, with 
a total cost near $1 billion. 


Lincoln's share would be more 


To Study 
Proposal 


than $100 million. LES would 
pay the bill through the issuance 
of electric revenue bonds, as 
spelled out in the proposed bond 
ordinance before the council. 


Hearing Friday 


Whether the plant is con- 


structed rests in the hands of the 
Nebraska Power Review Board 
and the federal government, 
which licenses nuclear plants. 
The state board has set a Friday 
hearing to obtain more informa- 
tion on the project. 


Critics contend that it will cost 


far more than<l billion to build 
Ft. Calhoun. They also maintain 
that nuclear plants aren't the 
money-savers they're made out 
to be because nuclear fuel will 
increase in cost as it becomes 
more scarce. 


Other critics question the need 


for the plant, because they 
believe an accelerated energy 
conservation program would 
eliminate the need for the ad- 
ditional electricity generated 
from Ft. Calhoun. 


Members of the Nebraska 


Public Power Project (NPPD), 
composed of nuclear opponents 
who have banded together to 
fight the plant's construction, 
warn that plans to handle 
radioactive wastes when Ft. 
Calhoun is decommissioned in 30 
years are adequate. 


LES Satisfied 


LES Board members are 


satisfied that all safety 
requirements will be met. Ad- 
ditionally, LES will have a say in 
OPPD's plans to decommission 
the plant. 


Despite the arguments, LES 


officials believe that nuclear 
power plants are safe, that 
utilities can obtain power more 
cheaply from them and that in 
the end, ratepayers will save 
money. 


Next Monday the City Council 


must decide which road LES 
will follow to meet the city's 
projected electrical needs. 


Mayor Helen Boosalis has 


said, "Meeting the city's power 
needs is probably the single, 
biggest problem facing the com- 
munity."

Home Sales Up In Lincoln

Lincoln home sales continued on the 


upswing in July, despite reports that 
sales activity elsewhere faltered by 
midsummer. 


Figures compiled by the Multiple 


Listing Service of Lincoln (MLS) in- 
dicate 326 properties were sold in Ju- 
ly, compared to 270 during the same 
month last year and 2fr~; in June. 


Once again Lincoln was the excep- 


tion, not the rule. 


Statistics released recently by the 


National Association of Realtors 
department of economics and 
research show sales slackened in July 
in all four areas of the :ountry, in- 
cluding this, the North Central, 
region. 


The department claims this lends 


credence to the view that the housing 
recovery will lack the vigor of 
previous expansion periods. 


Lincoln realtors don't see that, at 


least not yet. 


August sales of new and existing 


single-family homes dropped slightly, 
to 288, but realtors say sales normally 
drop in August and September. 


"People start thinking about 


changing jobs in the spring, when they 
know their kids will be out of school," 
said Joyce Palmer, Lincoln Board of 
Realtors executive secretary. The 
weather also plays an important role, 
she added. 


Marion Sargent, president-elect of 


the Lincoln realtors said the average 
home sold in Lincoln recently has 
three bedrooms and a price tag of 
from $34,000 to $35,000, which is about 
8% higher than last year. 


Sargent 
estimated 
600 


homes—ranging from the little two- 
bedroom, older homes "clear up to 
the $85,000 bracket"—are on the 
market. 


Though home prices may seem high 


now, Sargent said he thinks they will 
get higher. Construction costs and 


materials have stabilized somewhat 
but land, mortgage money and 
development costs continue to creep 
upward. 


"Desirable lots have really in- 


creased in value," Sargent said, es- 
timating that increase to be almost 
50% in the past two years. 


The biggest reason is developers are 


"shut off to the east" because of the 
Stevens Creek Watershed, he said. 
"Now, 
the Lincoln Heights area north 


of Belmont seems to be going really 
well." 


The people who build homes don't 


see the market stumbling just yet, 
either. 


Hub Hall, president-elect of the Lin- 


coln Homebuilders Association, said 
that within his firm, there are "no 
new homes finished that aren't sold." 


Hall said his biggest "problem" is 


that due to a lack of inventory, he has 
no new homes to show prospective 
customers. At one time last year, he 
had 45 homes completed but unsold. 


While realtors insist it's a good time 


to buy a home, builders say it is also a 
good time to build, before more price 
increases. 


The exception seems to be apart- 


ment complexes. 


Hall said: "With the present interest 


rates, present construction costs and 
existing rents, it's not possible to 
make a new apartment complex really 
pay." 


Until one or a combination of those 


factors change, not many will be built, 
he said. 


Hall guessed rents would have to in- 


crease about 15 to 20% before people 
would be encouraged to start building 
apartment complexes again. 


Apartment Market Tight' 


While homebuymg and building is 


on the upswing, a recent survey in- 
dicated the local apartment market is 
"tight" and approaching no market at 
all. 


State Federal Savings and Loan 


Association conducted a vacancy sur- 
vey of multi-family units in Lincoln as 
of Aug. 1. The survey was confined to 
buildings containing five or more 
apartments built after 1964. 


A total of 4,811 apartments, or near- 


ly three-fourths of those in that 
category, were checked in all areas of 
the city. 


The reported vacancy ratio was .9%, 


which the spokesman, 0. D. Johnson, 
called "almost unbelievable because it 
is extremely low when compared to a 
vacancy ratio of 7.9% in July 1874 and 
6.9% in January 1975." 


Johnson also said that permits for 


only 162 multi-family units in 
buildings containing five apartments 


or more were applied for this year. 
This, he said "could contribute to a 
growing shortage of apartment units." 


There was no indication, he said, 


that there will be "a concerted effort" 
to raise rents as leases expire or as 
vacancies occur and apartments are 
re-rented. 


Past surveys have indicated good 


quality and well-managed projects 
always enjoy favorable vacancy ratios, 
Johnson noted. "It appears that all 
projects, regardless of size, location 
and management quality, are enjoying 
low vacancy ratios at the present 
time."

Boston Teachers Okay Strike 


BOSTON (AP) - Boston teachers voted overwhelmingly 


Sunday to defy a court injunction and go on strike against 
public schools Monday. 


The chairman of the Boston School Committee, John J. 


McDonough, said classes would be held for the city's 76,000 
pupils. 


A meeting of the Boston Teachers Union, which has nearly 


5,000 members, was held at Hynes Auditorium Sunday as 
negotiators for the union and the city school committee con- 
tinued talks with a mediator at a downtown motel. 


The exact vote was not available immediately. 
Union President Henry Robinson said the key issue was 


not wages but the demand of the school committee that 
teachers work longer hours. Abo at lane is the union de- 
mand far a job security claim to prtvtnt layoff* if the achool 


A strike would complicate the already difficult problems in 


city public schools under phase two of court-ordered school 
integration which includes busing about 26,000 of the city's 
76,000 pupils. 


The teachers had voted before the opening of classes two 


weeks ago to strike Sept 8 unless they bad a new contract 
by then. They delayed > strike in order not to interfere with 
the implementation of a citywkJe desegregation plan which 
went into effect this school year.

In additio n to po ssibly hig h sewag e co sts, Muenchau said 
that water wells can be equally co stly since they v ary fro m $1,- 
000 fo r a 40-fo o t well to $4,000 fo r a 400-fo o t well. 
Fo llo wing testing pro cedures, the pro po sed plans fo r 
sewag e and water so urce sy stems, alo ng with the applicatio n 
to build o n the land, are submitted to the Lancaster Co unty 
eng ineer’s o ffice fo r appro v al. 
If, after study ing the plans, the co unty eng ineer’s o ffice 
g iv es its appro v al, a reco mmendatio n to issue a buildinjg per­ 
mit is passed o n to the building inspectio n o ffice o f the Linco ln 
Public Wo rks Department. And, pending appro v al o f actual 
building specificatio ns, the inspecto r’s o ffice will issue the per­ 
mit. 


No ting that building permits must be po sted by o wners, 
the o fficials said that there are no penalties o r fines fo r 
v io lato rs o f the building permit co de. Ho wev er, lo an co m­ 
panies usually check to m ^e sure a building permit has been 
acquired befo re making any lo ans fo r the purchase o r dev elo p­ 
ment o f land, they said. 
“ The co nv ersio n o f rural farmland is no t to be taken 
lig htly ,” Verl Bo rg , deputy directo r o f the Co unty -Oty Plan­ 
ning Department, said in ex plaining the reaso ns fo r the 
leng thy pro cedures. 
“ It is a substantial chang e in character,” he said, “ and 
there is an impact, which we want to assess in an attempt to 
av ert any hazutlo us impact.”

Refined Oil Fee Remo v ed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Fo rd ad­ 
ministratio n anno uned Sunday it wo uld 
remo v e the 6 0-cents-per-barrel fee o n impo rts 
o f refined petro leum pro ducts, a mo v e that 
sho uld reduce fuel o il prices in New Eng land 
and o ther Atlantic states. 
Federal Energ y Administrato r Frank G. 
Zarb also said President Fo rd wo uld so o n 
decide whether to remo v e ano ther fee, o f $2 
per barrel, o n impo rted crude o U. 
Zarb said remo v al o f a 6 0cents-per-barrel 
fee fro m impo rted pro ducts sho uld reduce 
fuel o il prices abo ut 1.5 cents per g allo n to 
co nsumers, primarily co ncentrated in New 
Eng land. 
Remo v al o f the $2 crude o il impo rt fee 
wo uld reduce pro duct prices a natio nwide 
av erag e o f abo ut three cents per g allo n. 
In the absence o f price co ntro ls, which 
ex pired last Sept. 1, refiners and impo rters 
hav e no leg al o blig atio n to lo wer their prices if 
the fees are remo v ed, but Zarb said he 
believ ed they wo uld pass the benefits alo ng to 
their custo mers because o f current market 
resistance to price hikes. 
Zarb admitted, ho wev er, that remo v al o f the 
fees — an anti-inflatio n maneuv er — co uld 
turn o ut to be o nly tempo rary and the fees 
co uld be resumed ev o itually , to serv e o ut 


their o rig inal purpo se o f disco urag ing o il im­ 
po rts. 
Meanwhile, Zarb also anno unced that the 
administratio n will co llect all impo rt fees due 
fro m o il impo rters fo r the mo nths o f J uly and 
Aug ust, amo unting to so me $5 00 millio n. 
Tlie administratio n had o ffered to remo v e 
the fees retro activ ely to J uly 1 if Co ng ress 
wo uld pass enei^ leg islatio n requested by 
President Fo rd. 
But Co ng ress has no t y et passed such leg isla­ 
tio n and the co mpanies hav e co ntinued to 
charg e pro duct prices including the co st o f the 
impo rt fees thro ug h J uly and Aug ust. 
The J ustice Department has asked the 
Supreme Co urt to o v erturn a lo wer co urt 
ruling that the President had no leg al autho ri­ 
ty to impo se a tariff o n impo rted o il. 
The Co urt o f Appeals fo r the District o f 
Co lumbia ruled Aug . 11 that Co ng ress had no t 
intended to autho rize the President to impo se 
the tariffs first initiated in April 19 73 by then- 
President Richard M. Nix o n. 
Ho wev er, the co urt issued no o rder to halt 
the practice, but returned the case to a lo wer 
co urt fo r “ appro priate actio n.” Then o n Aug . 
21 the appeals co urt stay ed its o rder to g iv e 
the administratio n time to appeal the decisio n 
further. 


If the fees are no t co llected, Zarb said, the 
co mpanies wo uld g et windfall pro fits, and 
refunds to the custo mers wo uld be difficult. 


Earlier this y ear, in a bid to disco urag e o il 
impo rts. President Fo rd had impo sed a fee o f 
$2 per barrel o n impo rted crude o il and 6 0 
cents per barrel o n impo rted refined pro ducts. 
This had the effect of keeping fo reig n crude 
o il mo re co stly than do mestic o il selling at 
prev ailing market prices. 


But abo ut two -thirds o f do mestic o il was un­ 
der price co ntro ls, which ex pired last Sept. 1. 
The President has asked Co ng ress to resto re 
the price co ntro ls with leg islatio n that wo uld 
remo v e them g radually o v er abo ut 3 9 mo nths. 


If the co ntro ls remain o ff, ho wev er, Zarb 
fig ures the resulting price increases to the co n­ 
sumer wo uld amo unt to abo ut six cents per 
g allo n, av erag ed o n all petro leum pro ducts. 


To so ften that blo w. Fo rd said he wo uld 
remo v e the $2 crude o il fee if sudden deco n­ 
tro l remained in effect, but no t if price co n­ 
tro ls are resto red. 


Zarb to ld repo rters the President wo uld 
watch Co ng ress fo r any sig ns within the nex t 


week that g radual deco ntro l leg islatio n mig ht 
be passed by the end o f this mo nth. 
If there are no po sitiv e sig ns o f early 
passag e, Zarb said, the administratio n wo uld 
co nclude that price co ntro ls are stay ing o ff, 
and it wo uld then remo v e the $2 fee fro m im­ 
po rted crude o il. 
If g radual deco ntro l seems likely , o n the 
o ther hand, the $2 fee wo uld be retained, 
altho ug h Zarb said it co uld be a subject fo r 
neg o tiatio n as part o f the price co ntro l leg isla­ 
tio n. 
Fo rd also had pledg ed to remo v e 
the 6 0K;ent fee o n impo rted refined pro ducts if 
price co ntro ls were remo v ed either suddenly 
o r g radually . 
Zarb said this pledg e was simply being kept 
with the anno uncement o f its remo v al, 
retro activ e to Sept. 1, and was no t dependent 
o n co ng ressio nal actio n. 
He said it no w seemed unlikely that 
Co ng ress wo uld resto re price co ntro ls witho ut 
so me pro v isio n fo r their g radual remo v al. 
Zarb added that he had receiv ed repo rts that 
so me pro duct impo rters were delay ing im­ 
po rts in anticipatio n o f the po ssible remo v al o f 
the 6 0-cent fee, so its remo v al was anno unced 
in o rder to stimulate the co ntinuatio n o f no r­ 
mal impo rts.

The bo nd o r­ 
dinance also wo uld allo w the 
part o wnership o f Laramie Riv er 
Statio n in so utheast Wy o ming , a 
co al-fired g enerato r. 
LES o fficials say that if the 
City Co uncil rejects o wnership

ty , by default, will be unable to 
beco me a parto wner.

It’s that immediate decisio n 
wanted by LES that has so me 
co uncil members upset. 
Last week sev eral lawmakers 
harshly criticized LES fo r no t 
keeping the co uncil and the 
public info rmed o f the Ft.

Whether the plant is co n­ 
structed rests in the hands o f the 
Nebraska Po wer Rev iew Bo ard 
and the federal g o v ernment, 
which licenses nuclear plants. 
The state bo ard has set a FYiday 
hearing to o btain mo re info rma­ 
tio n o n the pro ject.

Home Sales Up In Lincoln

Linco ln ho me sales co ntinued o n the 
Upswing in J uly , despite repo rts that 
sales activ ity elsewhere faltered by 
midsummer. 
Fig ures co mpiled by the Multiple 
Listing Serv ice o f Linco ln (MLS) in­ 
dicate 326 pro perties were so ld in J u­ 
ly , co mpared to 270 during the same 
mo nth last y ear and 285 in June. 
Once ag ain Linco ln was the ex cep­ 
tio n, no t the rule. 
Statistics released recently by the 
Natio nal Asso ciatio n o f Realto rs 
department o f eco no mics and 
research sho w sales slackened in July 
in all fo ur areas o f the co untry , in­ 
cluding this, the No rth Central, 
reg io n. 
The department claims this lends 
credence to the v iew that the ho using 
reco v ery will lack the v ig o r o f 
prev io us ex pansio n perio ds. 
Linco ln realto rs do n’t see that, at 
least no t y et. 
Aug ust sales o f new and ex isting 
sing le-family ho mes dro pped slig htly , 
to 288, but realto rs say sales no rmally 
dro p in Aug ust and September. 
“ Peo ple start thinking abo ut 
chang ing jo bs in the spring , when they 
kno w their kids will be o ut o f scho o l,” 
said J o y ce Palmer, Linco ln Bo ard o f 
Realto rs ex ecutiv e secretary . The 
weather also play s an impo rtant ro le, 
she added. 
Mario n Sarg ent, president-elect o f 
the Linco ln realto rs said the av erag e 
ho me so ld in Linco ln recently has 
three bedro o ms and a price tag o f 
fro m $3 4,000 to $3 5 ,000, which is abo ut 
8% hig her than last y ear. 
Sarg ent 
e stim a te d 
6 00 
ho mes—rang ing fro m the little two - 
bedro o m, o lder ho mes “ clear up to 
the $85 ,000 bracket” —are o n the 
market. 
Tho ug h ho me prices may seem hig h 
no w, Sarg ent said he thinks they will 
g et hig her. Co nstructio n co sts and 


materials hav e stabilized so mewhat 
but land, mo rtg ag e mo ney and 
dev elo pment co sts co ntinue to creep 
upward. 
“ Desirable lo ts hav e really in­ 
creased in v alue,” Sai^ent said, es­ 
timating that increase to be almo st 
50% in the past two y ears. 
The big g est reaso n is dev elo pers are 
“ shut o ff to the ^ t ” because o f the 
Stev ens Creek Watershed, he said. 
“ No w, the Linco ln Heig hts area no rth 
o f Belmo nt seems to be g o ing really 
well.” 
The peo ple who build ho mes do n’t 
see the market stumbling just y et, 
either. 
Hub Hail, president-elect o f the Lin­ 
co ln Ho mebuilders Asso ciatio n, said 
that within his firm, there are “ no 
new ho mes finished that aren’t so ld.” 
Hall said his big g est “ pro blem” is 


that due to a lack o f inv ento ry , he has 
no new ho mes to sho w pro spectiv e 
custo mers. At o ne time last y ear, he 
had 45 ho mes co mpleted but unso ld. 
While realto rs insist it’s a g o o d time 
to buy a ho me, builders say it is also a 
g o o d time to build, befo re mo re price 
increases.

A to tal o f 4,811 apartments, o r near­ 
ly three-fo urths o f tho se in that 
categ o ry , were checked in all areas o f 
the city . 
The repo rted v acan^r ratio was .9 %, 
which the spo kesman, 0. D. J o hnso n, 
called “ almo st unbeliev able because it 
is ex tremely lo w when co mpared to a 
v acancy ratio o f 7.9 % in July 19 74 and 
6 .9 % in January 19 75 .” 
J o hnso n also said that permits fo r 
o nly 16 2 multi-family units in 
Ix iilding s co ntaining fiv e apartments 


Or mo re were applied fo r this y ear. 
This, he said “ co uld co ntribute to a 
g ro wing sho rtag e o f apartment units.” 
There was no indicatio n, he said, 
that there will be “ a co ncerted effo rt” 
to raise rents as leases ex pire o r as 
v acancies o ccur and apartments are 
re-rented. 
Past surv ey s hav e indicated g o o d 
quality and well-manag ed pro jects 
alway s enjo y fav o rable v acancy ratio s, 
J o hnso n no ted. “ It appears that ail 
pro jects, reg ardless o f size, lo catio n 
and manag ement quality , are enjo y ing 
lo w v acancy ratio s at the present 
time.”

Unio n President Henry Ro binso n said the key issue was 
no t wag es but the demand o f the scho o l co mmittee that 
teachers wo rk lo ng er ho urs. Also at issue is the unio n de­ 
mand fo r a jo b security clause to prtv ent lay o ffs if the scho o l 
po pulatinn decttnes. 


A strike wo uld co mplicate the already difficult pro blems m 
city public scho o ls under phase two o f co urt-o rdered scho o l 
integ ratio n which includes busing abo ut 26 ,000 o f the city ’s

richest guy on earth to have you two as parents... 
Thank you for everything!!!" said the letter from a 
teenager who never mailed it before he died. 


The letter from Jon Lynn Bergland, 19, was found 


among his belongings after he was killed in an auto 
accident last month near the family farm here. 


"I am happy that I realized how lucky I really am 


before I left home, so now I have this opportunity to 
thank you, an opportunity not all children have," he 
said. 


His parents, Rep. Robert tiergland, D-Minn., and 


his wife, Helen, call it their "most prized 


son and an inspiration to parents who have lost a 
child. 


The undated, single-spaced typed letter was 


written in the past year and addressed to "Dearest 
Mom and Dad." 


It was reported in Sunday editions of the St. Paul 


Pioneer Press by Al Eisele, a correspondent in 
Washington, D.C. 


Jon, one of seven children, had been a vocational- 


technical student at Staples, Minn. He had un- 
dergone extensive surgery for burns suffered in an 
accident when he was 6. 


Here, including misspellings, are excerpts: 
"I know it may seem that I was not always gratfuU 


for my mother and father, but, I, after looking at all 
of the other kyd's parents, I relise how lucky I was 
for having you two as parents. 


"There were times when I could not see your logic 


you used in raising me. But I now see I must have 
been the richest guy on earth to have you two as 
parents. 


"I hope all of my brothers see someday, as I do 


now, how lucky and rich they/reaty are. I do not 
think you goofed once in the raising of me. 


"You have given me all that I have evemeeded, 


you have given me: Love, money when I need it, 
attention when I needed it, you have given me a good 
education, you have given me comon sense, and a 
realistic look at life and the world. 


"Mom, I know there were times when I tried my 


hardest to get under your skin, but you have always 
treated me right. Dad, hang on to Mom, I know mere 
are a lot of people who search all of their lives for 
someone like her. 


"Mom, I would like to thank you very, very much, 


for loving me enough, and caring for me enough to 
work with me when I was burnt. For straightning my 
legs out so I would not be a cripple all of my life. 


"Dad, I thank you for being such a great father. 


For taking me camping, for taking me hunting and 
fishing, and teaching me how to be a real man. I 
hope that some day I am half the man you are. 


"I do not care what people say, if a kyd takes 


drugs, or drinks untill his mind is gone, it is not the 
childs fault. It is the fault of the parents. I am not 
any different from any other child, and I have made 
it through life with out any drugs for crutches, you 
now why? Because I have such great parents. 


"If I ever get married and have kyds, I hope I can 


raise them half as good as you raised me. You have 


given me tne prime of your liva, and way poojiMi 
break I could have. 


"You have given me all of your love, my ony 


regret is that it took 18 years of my life and 12 yon 
of school to realy realise all of the sacafliei yoi two 
have made in order to keep this gready and ngntM 
little kyd happy.'

Bergland said, "We never had any trouble with

Israel Postpones 
Suez Canal Test

Israel postponed on Sunday a 


test of Egypt's pledge to allow 
Israeli-bound cargo through the 
Suez Canal. A top Israeli 
newspaper said the step was 
taken to. let Cairo off the hook 
until militant Arabs cool their 
opposition to the new Sinai pact. 


Israeli officials said the Greek 


freighter Valentina P was to 
carry a load of cement to the 
Israeli port of Eilat with the first 
Israeli cargo through the canal 
since the 1967 Mideast War. 
Instead the ship was ordered to 
stay clear of the canal and put 
into the Israeli port of Haifa on 
the Mediterranean. 


The Israeli cabinet decided at 


its Sunday meeting that Israel 
will withhold its full signature 
from the Sinai accord until the 
U.S. Congress approves the 
stationing of up to 200 American 
civilians in desert monitoring 
and warning stations. This move, 
which backed an earlier state- 
ment by Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin, means the five-month 
period during which Israel will 
pull back its troops will not 
begin until Congress acts.

Waterfront Blaze Destroys Warehouse 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 


spectacular fire near Fisher- 
man's Wharf reduced a pier 
warehouse bigger than three 
football fields to a skeleton of 
smoldering beam supports Sun- 
day. 


The predawn blaze also 


destroyed a smaller supply 
building and an old ferryboat, 
and heavily damaged a 
restaurant and part of another 
pier warehouse. Four firemen 
were hospitalized but did not 
appear to be seriously injured. 


Fisherman's Wharf, a quarter 


of a mile away, was not 
threatened. But Fire Chief Keith 
Calden said if the wind had been 
blowing inland instead of 


offshore, "We could have had 
real problems" in the Telegraph 
Hill area beneath Coit Tower. 


"It could have extended on 


down the waterfront. Luckily, 
the wind was blowing offshore, 
so the sparks were earned out 
toward the water," Calden said. 


"If it had been blowing in 


toward the Telegraph Hill area, 
we could have had real problems 
because that's a highly combusti- 
ble area, because it's old and 
there are lots of shingle roofs." 


Calden said the fire erupted in 


Pier 37 about 2 a.m., apparently 
starting in storage material — 
possibly computer tape — near 
the center of the building.

As dawn broke at 6:30 am.,

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Political Reform 
Initiative Reshaped

Coalition for Open Govern, 


mem members revamped their 
proposed political reform in- 
itiative in Omaha Sunday 
creating a "better document" 
with potential for broader sup- 
port, according to Peter 
Hoagland, coalition coordinator. 


He said that in a four-hour ses- 


sion at Creighton University, the 
coalition dropped the initiative's 
open meetings provision, 
relaxed sections on conflict of in- 
terest, changed lobbying dis- 
closure requirements and 
revised the proposed fair 
political practices commission. 


The final draft used 


suggestions given during public 
hearings on the initiative hi Lin- 
coln, Omaha and Scottsbluff hi 
early September, he said. 


The proposed initiative would 


change state law to regulate lob- 
byists, limit political campaign 
contributions, prohibit conflicts 
of interest and establish an in- 
dependent fair political practices 
commission. 


! Signatures To Be Sought 
Sponsors will begin seeking 


signatures Oct. 16 on petitions to 
place the proposal on the 1976 
general election 
ballot, 


Hoagland said. He said an 
attempt also will be made to in- 
troduce the proposal hi the 1976 
Legislature. 


According to Hoagland, the 


open meetings provision was 
dropped because the attorney 
general has ruled that the open 
meetings law passed by the 1975 
Legislature applies to the 
Legislature. 


"We weren't sure it would 


apply to the Legislature and we 
wanted them (senators) in," he 
said. 


A privision which would have 


required all political candidates 


and officials to make public their 
salaries was also dropped, 
Hoagland said. The initiative 
now would require them to Hat 
only the names of employers 
paying them more than $1,000 a 
year. 


Nimber Decreased 


The coalition also decided to 


decrease the number of people 
required by the initiative to file 
conflict of interest statements. 


"There were just too many 


people in there," Hoagland said. 
"(Secretary of State Allen) Beer- 
mann said to cut it down. We cut 
it way down, mainly to people at 
the top of various political sub- 
divisions and to elected of- 
ficials." 


The revised initiative exempts 


those in cities under 5,000 pop- 
ulation and hi counties under 
10,000 population from filing the 
statements, he said. 


Hoagland said the definition of 


lobbyist used in the initiative 
was changed "so not as many 
will be required to file lobbying 
disclosure statements." 


Lobbying Floor Raised 


In the final draft, individuals 


spending $1,000 a year or more 
for lobbying will be required to 
file statements, he said. The 
original version required those 
spending more than $100 in three 
months to file. 


"This way only the high rollers 


will have to disclose," Hoagland 
said. 


Finally, the coalition changed 


the procedure for selecting 
members of the fan: political 
practices commission. 


Instead of the governor ap- 


pointing the five members out- 
right, Hoagland said, he would 
make appointments from lists of 
candidates submitted by the 
Republican and Democratic 
state chairmen, the Legislature 
and the attorney general 


Chad Protests Try 
To Ransom Woman 


N'DJAMENA, Chad (AP) - 


Chad on Sunday formally 
protested France's efforts to 
ransom a Frenchwoman held by 
rebels and sentenced to die 
Tuesday in the northern desert 
of this African state. 


Reports from French radio 


newsman Jean-Pierre Farkas at 
the rebel camp in the Tibesti 
Desert indicated rebel chief 
Hissen Habre has rejected a 
French offer of a $2.2 million 
cash ransom for archeologist 
Francoise Claustre. 


Farkas quoted Habre as objec- 


ting to a French shift from an 
earlier offer of nonmilitary 
supplies and cash to cash only. 
France apparently changed the 
ransom at the insistence of the 
Chad government, which is 
strongly opposed to any supply 
of equipment to the rebels. 


Chad has objected to any 


French dealing with the rebels, 
and official sources said a formal 
protest was handed to French 
Ambassador Raphael Leonard 
Touze. They said the note 
protested what it claimed were 
intolerable activities on Chadian 
territory that violate the dignity, 
interests and legitimate rights of 
the Chadian people. 


A radio link has been set up 


between the rebels and a French 
aircraft overflying the Tibesti 
Desert region, without Chad per- 
mission. Chad also has protested 
an alleged overflight of the area 
in the past few days by a flight of 
four French jet fighters. 


Authorities in Paris said a 


French aircraft had dropped the 
latest ransom offer to the rebels 
Friday along with a radio set for 
them to broadcast a reply. 


Farkas, who flew into the 


rebel camp with other French 
journalists in a light plane, said 
the radio set landed by 
parachute 20 miles from the 
camp and had to be carried in 
over rough country. 


Ned Bradley Long 


Murder 
Suspect's 
Son Bused 


DAYTON, Ohio, (AP) - One 


of the seven children of Neal 
Bradley Long, who is accused of 
killing a desegregation consul- 
tant, is being newly bused to 
school under the city's 
desegregation plan. 


Long, 48, a former mental 


patient and a divorced service 
station attendant, has been 
charged with murder in the 
Friday afternoon shooting of Dr. 
Charles A. Glatt. The 47-year-old 
Ohio State University professor 
was at the federal courthouse 
working on a plan to further 
desegregate Dayton schools. 


Long faces a preliminary 


hearing in the case on Thursday. 


Long's employer, Cap Collins, 


said Long's 12-year-old son was 
bused to a different school for 
the first time last Thursday. The 
boy's school assignment was 
changed earlier in the week as 
part of the current desegregation 
program, Collins said. Before 
then, the child had walked to 
school 


Collins said he thought that 


the busing development or a 
recurrence of Long's mental 
problems may have precipitated 
the shooting. 


Long spent three months in 


1968 in the Dayton Mental 
Health Center. Dr. Roberto 
Moronell, clinical director of 
professional services, said Long 
was psychotic. Moronell said he 
suffered from "an emotional dis- 
order of major proportions." 


Dayton police said federal 


authorities will seek psychiatric 
tests for Long. Long was charged 
with murder by federal 
authorities because the shooting 
occurred on government proper- 
ty. 


Police Chief Grover O'Connor 


said Saturday that Long also is 
being investigated in connection 
with a series of sniper slayings in 
Dayton since 1972. 


O'Connor said police have 


"sufficient evidence" to link 
Long to some of the seven 
killings, and he may be charged 
next week. Authorities con- 
fiscated several weapons from 
his apartment after Friday's 
shooting.

Consumer protest does work. 
And it works better, apparently, when 


it is unorganized than when it is organized. 
At least the unorganized protest seems to 
lead to the desired result, whereas 
organized consumer protests often lead to 
disaster, as exemplified by the housewife- 
inspired red meat boycott of some years 
ago. 


What we're referring to is the aerosol

reported that chemical substances used in 
the propulsion mechanism in spray cans 
could ultimately, if usage trends continue, 
destroy the ozone layer above the earth 
which protects us from ultraviolet rays. 


Some Hove Clout, Some Don't 


Farm leaders met with President Ford 


last week to request that the moratorium 
on U.S. grain sales to the Soviet Union be 
lifted immediately. The meeting was futile 
and afterwards, American Farm Bureau 
President William J. Kuhfuss vented 
justifiable frustration. 


Kuhfuss seemed to criticize the kind of 


long-term contractual arrangement which 
the U.S. seeks during current grain trade 
negotiations with the Soviets. Such 
arrangements appear to have merit insofar 
as creating stable market conditions and 
thus we can't join Kuhfuss in "vigorous op- 
position to the trend toward state 
trading..." But we can sympathize with 
his fury over the fact that agriculture was 
left out of the talks between labor and the 
Ford administration which led to a con- 
tinuation of the moratorium and the 
negotiations with Russia. 


Said Kuhfuss: "The labor unions do 


not produce any grain. The State Depart- 
ment does not produce any grain. The U.S. 
government does not have any grain in 
storage. These facts should be made known 
to the president of the AFL-CIO, who has 
repeatedly referred to 'our grain' in 
promoting the union ban on sales to the 
Soviet Union ... Farmers and ranchers de- 
mand to be represented when policy 
decisions affecting 
farm exports are 


made." 


The point has been made and we make 


it again: Agriculture does not have the 
same political clout as organized labor.

That should be obvious in light of Presi- 
dent Ford sitting down with George Meany 
to talk about farm exports with no fanners 
present. 


As Kuhfuss said, the farmer is being 


used as a political and diplomatic pawn by 
the maritime unions, Meany, and the Ford 
administration in the attempts to obtain 
various objectives. He has not even been 
afforded the courtesy of being allowed to 
participate in policy discussions. 
Agriculture cannot be expected to suffer 
such indignities without end. 


Another slant on the current farm 


problem is supplied through the Nebraska 
Farm Bureau Federation newsletter, based 
on federal government statistics: "The cost 
of retail of a market basket of foods 
produced on U.S. farms (a year's supply for 
the average urban household of four) went 
up $105 in the past year, from $1,727 to $1,- 
832. And of that $105 increase, $1 went to 
the farmers and ranchers who produced 
the food and $104 went to the meat 
packers, millers, bakers, bottlers, canners, 
grocers, truckers, railroads and all the 
others in between the producer and the 
consumer. And of that total cost of 
processing and moving food to the retail 
store, labor received an estimated 51%." 


That's the rub. George Meany would 


have everybody believe that it is the greedy 
farmer, wanting to find a market for his 
grain, who is alone responsible for an in- 
crease in food prices. 


A Hero At Arms

John, stepped out of the shadows and pointed 
his gun. "As usual, Sir, I'll start with your 
wallet," he said. I gave it to him, commenting 
that I was delighted to see he had still not found 
honest labor.

wallet has only eight dollars in it. You wouldn't 
be trying to hide a 50-dollar bill in your shoe by 
chance?" 


"I want you to stick with it, John, because 


if you lose faith in being out of work and start 
demanding that the government do something 
to create jobs, you will damage America 
irreparably by increasing federal spending."

typewriter. 


Dual pitch means that it can make either lane "pica" letters or 


the smaller "elite" type. 


During the fiscal year ending June 30, the state bought 266 


typewriters from IBM. The state bought approximately 50 
typewriters from other companies, according to purchasing 
records The totals do not include typewriters purchased by the 
University of Nebraska or the state colleges 


The IBM Selectric n typewriters with the correcting device and 


dual pitch cost the state 1693 each.

Dual pitch means that it can make either larg e “pica” letters or 
the smaller “elite” type. 
During the fiscal year ending June 30, the state boug ht 266 
typewnters from IBM. The state boug ht approx imately 50 
typewriters from other companies, according to purchasing 
rwords. The totals do not include typewriters purchased by the 
University of Nebraska or the state colleg es. 
The IBM Selectric II typewriters with the correcting device and 
dual pitch cost the state $693 each. 
The price comes from a list established by the federal General 


Services Administration, according to State Purchasing Officer 
Charles W. Neal. The price is about $9 0 below what a customer 
would pay if he walked into the IBM office two blocks from the 
Capitol. 
A few blocks farther away from the Capitol, electric type­ 
writers are selling for $250, but the cheaper models do not have 
the features, and, some say, the durability and trade-in value of 
the more ex pensive IBMs. 
Althoug h nobldy knows how many typewriters the state has, it 
is apparently an ever increasing numbers. There were only 37 
typewriters traded in during the fiscal year and 117 were either 
purchased by other state g overnment ag encies or sold at auction 
to the public, Neal said. 
The state bases its accounting system on cash. Once the cash is 
spent on a machine, there is no statewide inventory system to 
keep track of the typewriter.

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New Drill May Improve Poor Pasture

-Take a new idea, a power saw, 


aj) engineer, an agronomist and 
tep years of bard work and you 
have the recipe for a new 
pasture drill that may be the 
answer to converting poor 
pasture to good pasture with 


3Much of the pasture in 


cropland areas of Nebraska is 


more an exercise ground than a 
place for a cow to get a square 
meal. Fanners know they should 
be renovated but it takes a lot of 
time and work with available 
machines. 


A new machine will be 


produced in 1976, however, that 
promises to make the job easier 
and more successful. It is a drill 
that uses a saw-like wheel to 
make a tiny seed bed less than 


an inch wide and less than two 
inches deep. 


The new drill, developed from 


an idea spawned at the Universi- 
ty of Kentucky, was nursed to 
adulthood there by T. H. Taylor 
and E. H. Smith and is said to 
work well in pastures where 
rocks and stumps have defied 
conventional attempts to 
renovate the pasture. 


The drill's seed box is 


equipped with several sections

to prevent the seed from moving 
to one side of the box when the 
drill is used on a hillside. 


Smith claims the machine is 


capable of renovating five acres 
of land in the time formerly used 
for a single acre, and it does a 
better job. 


The planting wheels are 


mounted in pairs to hold un- 
planted area to a minimum if the 
drill bounces over a rock or 
stump. 


The wheels that make the seed 


bed are powered by a power 
take-off drive from the tractor, 
but the wheel that supplies the 
seed is powered by a ground- 
driven drive that meters the seed 
by the amount of land covered 
rather than the speed of the trac- 
tor engine. 
obert Raver, a county agent in 
Montgomery County, Md., who 
has used the machine, tells 
farmers to do their seeding just 
beofre a rain. The machine is 
said to perform fairly well in 
both extremely dry and fairly 
wet fields and has planted 
successfully even hi light rain 
showers. 


If the machine really does all 


the things its developers expect, 
the economic impact on cattle 
raising will be tremendous. 


Consumers might find greatly 


increased supplies of beef, lamb 
and perhaps even milk available 
at lower prices as farmers cut 
production costs. 


There are reported to be 835 


million acres of grazing land in 
the United States compared to 
300 million acres of cropland. 
Most of the grazing land is not 
suitable for any other use. 


If the capacity of that huge 


area can be doubled, then it is 
probable the number of cattle 
raised can also be doubled. That 
would create a tremendous 
supply of grass-fed beef. 


Forage quality also can be im- 


proved by planting some 
nitrogen-producing plants such 
as alfalfa, which can produce 
more fertile soil along with 
providing feed for livestock. 


Vernon Wood of Cresbard, 


S.D., uses a variety of alfalfa 
called Travois that is long-lived. 
It spreads by rhizomes to im- 
prove his pastures with the in- 
terseeding route. 


Wood claims the alfalfa feeds 


the grass and produces twice the 
amount of forage he previously 
had. He harvests some for hay 
and pastures the rest. 


John Deere makes two ver- 


sions of the drill, one for seeding 
grass and one for grain. 


By seeding into the stubble, 


wheat growers can avoid soil 
losses from wind and rain. 
Chemicals combat competing 
plants, grasses and weeds to give 
the new seeding a chance to get 
established. 


The grain drill can be 


equipped with a grass seed box 
so a fanner can plant both grass 
and grain in the same trip if he 
wishes. 


Dr. Wally Moline, a forage 


specialist at the University of 
Nebraska, is experimenting with 
one of the new machines to 
determine the best ways to use 
this device. 


Other NU scientists think it 


may be just the tool needed to 
seed wheat stubble in minimum 
tillage wheat farms in the dry 
western areas of the state.

The fact that pork prices on 


the hoof are higher than beef is 
due mostly to the overall shor- 
tage of pork Fanners quit 
raising hogs because they were 
losing money. 


Today's pork, however, is a 


tremendous improvement over 
10 or 20 years ago and is being 
sold on quality.

Weekly Grain Report

We seem to be looking at the 


same list of grain price factors as 
last year with one possible plus 
for the grain producer. 


Prices are high at harvest 


time, demand from export out- 
lets and livestock producers 
shows slight signs of increasing, 
possible due to a conviction that 
meat prices will remain high 
enough for a fanner to profit 
from feeding stock the high- 
meed grain now on the market. 


A modest increase in broiler 


marketing seems certain. Some 
hog producers may begin to hold 
back gilts this fall once a good 
grain crop is in the bin. The 


number of cattle sold in feeder 
cattle auctions has been moving 
upward along with the price of 
feeders. 


This seems to suggest that the 


Sept. 11 crop report indicated an 
adequate supply of feed grain 
would be available to support a 
modest increase in meat produc- 
tion, fill anticipated demand for 
exports and still leave a larger 
carryover of grain than last year. 


The total list of possible 


happenings seems to be longer 
on the price increasing side than 
on the price decreasing side. 


Farmers are moving quickly to 


get the crop out of the field 
before some weather disaster 
changes the supply picture. 


directly to the consumer. We 
have had offers from dealers but 
then we would miss the chance 
to meet people who really ap- 
preciate fresh food. 


One real problem is quality. 


Some buyers and some sellers 
really don't know good quality 
food. Never having seen really 
fresh food, they are suspicions of 
tender green beans, vine- 
rippened tomatoes and genuine 
fresh home-grown potatoes.

There are one or two varieties of 
tomatoes that are low in acid 
and can be canned with the open 
kettle method but most cannot. 


It is a good idea to make a list 


now of the varieties you liked 
this year to use at seed selection 
time next spring. 


Grow a bigger garden than you 


need and you can get your seed 
money back by selling produce.

Irrigation Helps State 
Tie Iowa's Corn Yield 


Nebraska finally has tied Iowa's corn yield per acre but it 


took a lot of irrigation in the Cornhusker State and bad weather in 
Iowa 


If the predicted yields are realized, Nebraska will have an 


average of 86 bushels of corn for each acre harvested, the same as 
Iowa. 


The largest corn crop ever produced in the state was way 


back in 1932 when Cornhusker farmers planted 10,746,000 acres to 
corn but yields were poor. 


Since that time sorghum and soybeans, which stand dry 


weather better than corn, have nibbled away at the state's corn 
acreage. 


While the number of acres went down, the number of 


irrigated acres devoted to corn went up. 


Data gathered by the State-Federal Division of Agriculture 


Statistics show the progression of irrigation and the changes in the 
cropping pattern influenced by government programs and new 
crops for dryland farmers. 


current market price for wheat 
and can assure the farmers that 
the wheat will be shipped to In- 
dia for use in work-aid 
programs.

He Putters, And Here's The Proof

Lyle Dorsey is a jack of all 


trades, master of one. 


By day, Dorsey is a "master" 


plumber; by night he's a "jack of 
all trades" ... an artist, interior 
decorator, 
electrician, 


carpenter, bricklayer, idea man. 


He devotes just about every 


spare moment to puttering 
around his house. Unlike many 
other husbands prone to 
puttering, Dorsey has many visi- 


ble accomplishments to his 
credit. 


"It's more work but it's all for 


yourself." That's Dorsey's mot- 
to, applying equally to his one- 
man plumbing business and his 
projects around the house. 


For example, when you reach 


the bottom of the basement 
steps and enter what Dorsey 
fondly calls "the bottom arena," 
you find no ordinary tile-and- 
paneling rec room. Not at all! 


What you do find is one of the 


most unique bars around. 


Perhaps the most comfortable as 
well. 


Dorsey knew what he wanted 


— or better what he didn't want. 


"I always wanted a bar that 


would be round so people could 
see each other" not just the 
bartender and back bar, he said. 
"I always wanted one low so 
your feet don't dangle or so you 
don't have to hang them over the 
rungs of stools." 


He put his idea on paper and 


came up with a bar that's shaped 


like a flat — right off the music 
sheet. 


Ever one to cut corners, if 


possible, Do(sey used whatever 
he could lay his hands on. 


Scraps of old crating were con- 


verted into paneling for two 
walls of the "bottom arena." He 
rounded the edges, put the rough 
side out and stained the crating. 
He figures he has $11 invested in 
the two walls. The others are 
done in cork panels separated 
vertically by recessed strips of 
wood.

And bricks removed from the 


driveway and garage floor of a 
neighboring house became the 
base of his bar — through 
meticulous placement and mor- 
taring to achieve the rounded 
effect. When the project was in- 
itiated, Dorsey logged his hours, 
but "quit counting" when laying 
th* hridn and installing the 
plywood to be covered with 
black formica approached SO 
hours. 


Dorsey's ingenuity didn't drop 


off there. Some of the accoustic 
panels in the ceiling are hidden 
storage places. And the han- 
dyman also used his creative 
talents to accessorize the 
bar/recreation room. His very 
own paintings are on the walls, 
and he constructed a per- 
sonalized wine radc. 


That was right down his alley; 


materials were right at hand. He 
cut four-inch black pipe into 
half-inch sections for the bottle 
holders; separating the rings are 
half-inch sections of 1%-inch 
pipe. 


For all the downstairs work, 


the jack of all trades hasn't ig- 
nored the upstairs of his two- 
bedroom home. 


The family bathroom is a 


bicentennial celebration unto 
itself. 


Completely done in red, white 


and blue — what else — Dorsey 
instilled some more of his 
creativity into the room. 


He constructed a blue tile 


alcove around the bathtub with 
wooden spindles 
further 


isolating the bathing area. 


Here, Dorsey fulfilled another 


of his dreams. He always wanted 
a canopy design over the tub. A 
canopy he now has, complete 
with enclosed storage space 
behind the stained shutter doors. 


Final touches weren't ignored 


here either. 


For example, Dorsey took an 


old pop crate, painted it red and, 
in the sections placed mirrors 
and articles and advertisements 
from an old newspaper — and

Among the outstanding 
leaders the Freedom Train 
ex hibits fail to include, IMAGE • 
said, were Father J unípero 
Serra, the founder of 21 missions 
in California; Cesar Chav ez, 
United Farm Workers union 
organizer; and Ramona Acosta 
Banuelos, former U.S. treasurer. 
IMAGE noted prominent

The only way to describe the 


present state of the Democratic 
race for the presidential nomina- 
tion in 1976 is that it is wide open 
and formless, and it has ao real 
frontrunner in sight. All of these 
conclusions, of course, assume 
that Sen. Edward Kennedy is to 
be taken at his word that he is 
permanently out of the 1976 
con- 


test for the White House. 


Recently, the Harris Survey 


asked a national cross section of 
973 Democrats and independents 
who are likely voters in 1976: 
"Here is a list of people who 
have been mentioned as possible 
nominees of the Democratic 
Party for President in 1976. If 
you had to choose right now, 
who would be your first choice 
for the Democratic nomination 
for President in 1976?" 


"Now which ones on that list 


do you feel you could not vote 
for if they became the 
Democratic nominee for Presi- 
dent in 1976? Any others?"

Although Gov. Wallace 


receives the most first-choice 
votes, he also leads the list of 
potential nominees whom 
Democrats and independents say 
they could not vote for even if he 
were nominated (39% in all). 
Two other relatively high 
ranking Democrats who have 
been their party's standard- 
bearers in the past, Sen. 
Humphrey and Sen. McGovern, 
also show up with far more op- 
position than support. Sen. 
Jackson and Sen. Muskie both 
have some solid backing and the 
advantage that there are fewer 
voters who are implacably set 
against them. 


When one examines those can- 


didates who have declared 
themselves, the picture changes. 
Each of the people surveyed was 
asked his second choice if his top 
preference was out of the race. 
By combining first and second 
choices, one can construct the 
following lineup:

Close to half of the Democrats 


and independents likely to vote 
in 1976 either reject all of the ac- 
tive candidates or simply cannot 
choose between them. While 
Gov. Wallace holds a clear lead, 
it would be difficult for him to 
go much beyond the 20% mark. 
One would have to conclude that 
the rank and file of Democrats 
and independents would like a 
broader list to choose from or at 
least a chance to get to know the 
declared candidates. 


But another kind of lineup can 


be constructed, this one con- 
sisting of the most prominent 
"names" who have been men- 
tioned for the Democratic 
nomination in 1976. All of these 
men are well known, and all 
have either run as their party's 
nominee in the past or run in 
past primaries:

didates are bunched so closely in 
popular preference that a 
blanket could be thrown over the 
lot. It is evident that none has 
broken away from the others to 
take any kind of lead. Well over 
six in every 10 Democrats would 
seriously object to at least one of 
these better known name figures 
if nominated. 


Although the Democratic 


National Convention is less than 
a year away, it is evident from 
these results that there simply is 
no real frontrunner with Sen. 
Kennedy out of the contest. Of 
course, if Kennedy is added to 
the list, he immediately wins 
30% of the first-choice 
preferences, but a substantial 
22% now say they could not vote 
for him if nominated, compared 
to the 17% who felt that way in 
June. 


It is no overstatement to con- 


clude that the Democratic race 
for President in 1976 looks more 
like a vacuum today than a con- 
test. And the great irony of it is 


that as inflation appears to be 
heating up again and President 
Ford's rating drops, the 
Democrats would have to be 
given no worse than an even 
chance to win the White House 
next year.

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Poll: Demo Race Wide Open

The only way to describe the 
present state of the Democratic 
race for the presidential nomina­ 
tion in 1976 is that it is wide open 
and formless, and it has no real 
frontrunner in sight. All of these 
conclusions, of course, assume 
that Sen. Edward Kennedy is to 
be taken at his word that he is 
permanently out of the 1976 con­ 
test for the White House. 
Recently, the Harris Survey 
asked a national cross section of 
973 Democrats and independents 
who are likely voters in 1976: 
“ Here is a list of people who 
have been mentioned as possible 
nominees of the Democratic 
Party for President in 1976. If 
you had to choose right now, 
who would be your first choice 
for the Democratic nomination 
for President in 1976?” 
“Now which ones on that list 
do you feel you could not vote 
for if they became the 
Democratic nominee for Presi­ 
dent in 1976?

Although Gov. W allace 
receives the most first-choice 
votes, he also leads the list of 
potential nominees whom 
Democrats and independents say 
they could not vote for even if he 
were nominated (39% in all). 
Two other relatively high 
ranking Democrats who have 
been their party’s standard- 
bearers in the past, Sen. 
Humphrey and Sen. McGovern, 
also show up with far more op­ 
position than support. Sen. 
Jackson and Sen. Muskie both 
have some solid backing and the 
advantage that there are fewer 
voters who are implacably set 
against them. 
When one examines those can­ 
didates who have declared 
themselves, the picture changes. 
Each of the people surveyed was 
asked his second choice if his top 
preference was out of the race. 
By combining first and second 
choices, one can construct the 
following lineup:

Close to half of the Democrats 
and independents likely to vote 
in 1976 either reject all of the ac­ 
tive candidates or simply cannot 
choose between them. While 
Gov. Wallace holds a clear lead, 
it would be difficult for him to 
go much beyond the 20% mark. 
One would have to conclude that 
the rank and file of Democrats 
and independents would like a 
broader list to choose from or at 
least a chance to get to know the 
declared candidates. 
But another kind of lineup can 
be constructed, this one con­ 
sisting of the most prominent 
“names” who have been men­ 
tioned for the Democratic 
nonunation in 1976.

didates are bunched so closely in 
popular preference that a 
blanket could be thrown over the 
lot. It is evident that none has 
broken away from the others to 
take any kind of lead. Well over 
six in every 10 Democrats would 
seriously object to at least one of 
these better known name figures 
if nominated. 


Although the Democratic 
National Convention is less than 
a year away, it is evident from 
these results that there simply is 
no real frontrunner with ¿en. 
Kennedy out of the contest. Of 
course, if Kennedy is added to 
the list, he immediately wins 
30% of the first-choice 
preferences, but a substantial 
22% now say they could not vote 
for him if nominated, compared 
to the 17% who felt that way in 
June. 
It is no overstatement to con­ 
clude that the Democratic race 
for President in 1976 looks more 
like a vacuum today than a con­ 
test. And the great irony of it is 


that as inflation appears to be 
heating up again and President 
Ford’s rating drops, the 
Democrats would have to be 
given no worse than an even 
chance to win the White House 
next year.

future? 


"I'm quite hopeful of a realignment of 


Division One (major schools)," said Dr. 
Keith Broman, in his fourth year as 
Nebraska's Big Eight faculty represen- 
tative. "In Chicago (during a mid-August 
special session on economics in college 
sports where the 48-player limit was 
originally imposed) there were rumors of 
a split proposed by the NCAA committee 
with a division not having legislative 
powers. 


"Since then, there's been the feeling 


this realignment would create a division 
with legislative powers," he explained. 


Broman said traveling squad limits 


such as 55 in the Big Eight or 54 in the Big 
Ten might be reinstated.

session would have a compromise which 
would preserve rules they originally 
had," he explained. "The rules were 
changed under the guise of saving 
money." 


He pointed out that Nebraska was 


allowed to suit up just 60 players during 
Saturday's 454) romp over Indiana. That 
meant between 30 and 40 players were 
not allowed to dress, but sat in the stands. 


"That's 30 or 40 tickets Nebraska could 


have sold at say a minimum of $7 apiece. 
You do the arithmetic and find out what 
we're really saving," he said. 


Even if the major powers were to 


realign in one division for the "super 
powers", Broman said the Big Eight 
would in all likelihood remain intact. 


"The Big Eight would stay together 


because of the advantage of being in a 
conference with television and bowl 
money," he said. "I'm speaking only for 
myself, but we've got great cohesiveness 
in this conference—it's almost unique 
today in college sports how the Big Eight 
sticks together. 


"We're fierce rivals on the field, but 


we're companions off the field. The 


athletic directors, coaches and faculty 
reps are all together. It's a wonderful 


• thing for college sports," be said. 


Broman, meanwhile is not confident of 


a repeal of controversial 48-player limit 
despite recent appeals. 


"I think it's a dead issue this year," he 


said. "We'll just have to stay at 48 until 
the NCAA repeals it. I think the only 
chance for that would be at the regular 
NCAA convention nest January in St. 
Louis." 


A three-judge panel of Appeals in New 


Orleans decided on the 48-player limit 
and reinstated the recently-adopted 
NCAA rule restricting college football 
traveling squads to 48 players. 


The decision overturned an order 


issued by U.S. District Judge Sam Pointer 
of Birmingham, Ala., who ruled a team 
could take 60 players on road trips. 
Pointer acted on a class action suit filed 
by Alabama football coach Paul Bryant. 


Indiana used its roll Mf layer allotment 


Saturday at Memorial Stadium. The new 
ruling of 48 players will be used this 
Saturday when TCU invades Lincoln. 


The disparity between the number of 


players used by the home visiting teams 
defintely favors the home team in a close 
contest. It would also increase the 
possibility of lopsided scores when the 
home team could use more rested players 
against tired visiting clubs. 


That's something the major college 


coaches have opposed. 


Alabama, however, is apparently going 


to try again to change the rule. 


United Press International reported 


that Alabama will appeal the appelate 
court's decision returning the 48-player 
limit. A school official said an appeal will 
be filed, but he did not elaborate, accor- 
ding to press reports. 


"I hope we can solve this problem," 


Broman said.

He pointed ou t th at Nebraska was 
allowed to su it u p ju st 60 play ers d u ring 
Satu rd ay ’s 4 5-0 romp ov er Ind iana. Th at 
meant between 30 and 40 play ers were 
not allowed to d ress, bu t sat in th e stand s.

No. 1-ranked Oklahoma led a 


Big Eight sweep Saturday. With 
all eight teams winning, the con- 
ference increased its collective 
non-league mark to 14-2 after the 
first two weeks. 


The only real upset, though, 


was recorded by Kansas, which 
bounced back from an opening 
loss to Washington State to edge 
Kentucky. 14-10, in Lexington. 


Laverne Smith romped 16 


yards for the winning touch- 
down with 6-41 left, ending a 57- 
yard march after a fumble 
recovery.

Missouri found itself on the 


short end of a 20-7 score midway 
through the second quarter,

Ohio St., Griffin Off and Running 


By United Press International 
Improbable as it may seem, 


Ohio State is off and running 
toward college football's 
national championship this year 
— at the expense of Heisman 
trophy winner Archie Griffin. 


Oh sure, affable Archie is still 


pounding out his 100 yards a 
game, but with the Buckeyes 
opening their schedule against 
quality people like Michigan 
State and Penn State the old 
Ohio State four-touchdown 
romps will have to wait 'til later 
in the schedule — after 
Oklahoma's Joe Washington and 
Southern California's Ricky Bell 
have already padded their 
Heisman touchdown statistics 
considerably. 


Meanwhile, the early national 


championship race looks like a 
cut-and-dried challenge of 
Oklahoma's offense versus Ohio 
State's defense. 


Ohio State, in a rare meeting 


with Penn State, the class of the 
East, wore down the Nittany 
Lions 17-9 behind 109 yards and 
two touchdowns from fullback 
Pete Johnson. More significant, 
however, was the fact the 
Buckeyes' defense held their op- 
position without a touchdown 
for the second straight week. 


There was only one "upset" of 


sorts in the top 10 over the 
weekend as third-ranked 
Mighican was held to a 19-19 tie 
at home by upstart Stanford. 
Otherwise, No. 4 Southern 
California (with the help of 
Bell's 215 yards and two IDs) 


whipped Oregon State 24-7 
Friday night, No. 5 Missouri 
overcame Illinois 30-20, No. 6 
Nebraska shellacked Indiana 45- 
0, No. 7 Texas walloped 
Washington 28-10. No. 9 Notre 
Dame blanked Purdue 17-0 and 
No. 10 Tennessee, an underdog, 
lost to No. 13 UCLA at Los 
Angeles, 34-28. 


Ohio State made it two in a 


row too, but once again it was 
fullback Johnson getting the 
touchdown glories while Griffin 
picked up his customary 
workhorse yardage. Johnson 
scored on runs of one and 11 
yards against eighth ranked 
Penn State and gained 112 yards, 
while Griffin grounded out 128 
yards — the 23rd straight game 
he has gone over the 100 mark. 


"I don't think you can get two 


men ready for the job," said 
Ohio State coach Woody Hayes, 
explaining why Johnson was 
overshadowed by the Buckeyes' 
other fullback: Champ Henson, 
last year. "But right now, Pete 
Johnson is the man to be 
reckoned with." 


Added Penn State coach Joe 


Paterno: "That Griffin is a great 
player, but so is Johnson. I 
didn't think he was that strong." 


Johnson has now scored four 


of Ohio State's five touchdowns 
this year. 


Ohio State's closest big ten 


rival, Michigan, wasn't as for- 
tunate in its inter-sectional game 
with Stanford. The unranked 
Cardinals came up with 13 
fourth quarter points including 


Mike Langford's 33-yard field 
goal with nine seconds left to 
stun the Wolverines with a 19-19 
tie. Langford earlier connected 
on a 30-yarder. 


On Friday night, the year's 


early surprise Heisman can- 
didate, Southern California's 
Bell, led the fourth-rated 
Trojans to their second straight 
win with touchdown bursts of 53 
and 25 yards against Oregon 
State. 


The 215 yards gave Bell a total 


of 471 for two games plus six 
touchdowns — a mark even 
defending Heisman winner Grif- 
fin will be hard-pressed to equal 
once Ohio State gets into the 
softer part of its schedule. 


Asked if he considered himself 


to be the best back in the coun- 
try, Bell replied: "No, I can't say 
that. I'm not trying to be anyone 
else. But I feel a lot better now. I 
guess my body is getting used to 
carrying the ball." 


Seventh-ranked 
Texas 


trimmed Washington mostly on 
the merits of three touchdowns 
and 198 yards by soph fullback 
Earl Campbell. 


Ninth ranked Notre Dame, 


which has lost half of its last 
eight games with Purdue, over- 
came its hex by shutting out the 
Boilermakers on their home 
turf. Defensive back Luther 
Bradley intercepted two passes 
for the Irish in the second half — 
one a 99-yard TD return. 


UCLA's victory over 10th 


ranked Tennessee was sparked 
by an 82-yard TD run from 


Wendell Tyler and a 45-yard 
scoring scamper by Wally Henry, 
while no 12 Florida's 8-7 loss to 
North Carolina State left the 
once-mighty 
Southeastern 


Conference with only one un- 
beaten team — Vanderbilt — 
after two weeks of the 1975 
season. 


In other games, Alabama 


rebounded from its opening 
season loss to Missouri by taking 
it out on Clemson 56-0. Baylor 
tied Auburn 10-10, Vanderbilt 
edged Rice 9-6, Texas A&M 
drubbed LSU 39-8, 19th ranked 
West Virginia ambushed Califor- 
nia 28-10, Arizona State routed 
TCU 33-10, Boston College put 
away Temple 27-9, Georgia 
added to NCAA probation-bound 
Mississippi State's woes 28-6 and 
South Carolina surprised Duke 
24-16. 


Also, it was Maryland over 


North Carolina 34-7, Syracuse 
edging Iowa 10-7, Army 
walloping Lehigh 54-32, and 
Navy trimming Connecticut 55-7. 


Finally, in a game that saw the 


nation's longest winning streak 
come to an end at 24 games, 
Michigan State edged Miami of 
Ohio 14-13 on a missed Redskins' 
point after touchdown kick.
